Isies Monday, March 29th by the Ger- 
man submarine TJ-28- The members 
of the crew were saved- 


The Flaminian sighted the T7-2S at 


1:15 o'clock Monday afternoon. Ths 
crew at once prepared to lower the 
boats, and at the same time the ves- 
sel was sent ahead at full speed. The 
submarine easily overhauled her, how- 
ever, fired three shots, signalling her 
to stop. The Flalmir.ian was stop- 
ped and the crew, abandoning all per- 
sonal belongings, got off in small 
boats. The submarine then fired ten 
shots at the steamer. These proved 
to be ineffective and accordingly a. 
torpedo was discharged.

the Flaminian te the bottom.

tion concerning its morals. 


"THE FEDERATION" OF THE TTORtD." 


A very wise old man died ia Washington the other 


day. His name iras Charles Francis Adams. Ha graad- 
fztfcrr was z president of the United States, his father 
wa» minister to London during our Civil war. He, 
himself, was a man of importance and distinction. 
A 


month before bis death, writing about tbe European war, 
le made these sage observations: 


"We suddenly find ourselves thrown back an 


cadre ctiitnry. Again we are confronted by 'piper 
Upekade*' on an almost unprecedented scale, and 
by 'Milan' and "Berlin' decrees, with 'orders in 
eounc-r in reserve and in response thereto. 


"Such a situation has got to work itself out; and, 


fa my belief, can do so only through the complete 
exhaustion of those more immediately engaged. 
When that condition of exhaustion is fully devel- 
oped tbe neutral powers, if in the interim they 
have held themselves in reserve, will be in a posi- 
tion effectively to intervene. The whole sea usage 
of nations, commonly known as 'international 
JMT,' will then have to undergo a process of fiinda- 


. 
f*1**} revision. The basic principles only will be 
fii ao4 a new system, which will include in my 


and enduring. 
The task will be a stupendous one, 


fraught with most discouraging difficulties, but it trill 
be worth any amount of endeavor, for its successful 
achievement will mean the establishment of a reign of 
"the peace of justice" throughout the world. 


JUSTICE FOR THE JEWS. 


There was held in New York a few days ago the 


national meeting of the Hebrew Sheltering and Immi- 
grant Aid Society, at which nearly 3000 delegates as- 
sembled to hear the report of the president, ex-Judge 
Leon Sanders. Speeches were also made by Dr. Fred- 
eric C. Howe, Commissioner of Immigration for New 
York, and United States Senator James E. Martine of 
New Jersey. Judge Sanders, who is one of the intel- 
ligent men 01 Xew York City, dealt forcefully and sug- 
gestively with some very practical and timely topics. 
The burden of his discourse related to Jewish immi- 
gration, to- the disposition to be made of it in this 
country and to a consideration of the fact that as a 
result of tbe temporary cessation of immigration owing 
to the war an enormous increase in the number of 
Jews coming to this country may be expected when the 
European war closes. 


The Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid Society- 


is wisely giving careful stud}- to the great problem of 
Jewish immigration which confronts it Funds are be- 
ing raised and plans scientifically formed for receiving, 
caring for and ultimately placing advantageously large 
numbers of Jewish immigrants. The point of first im- 
portance afld which goes to the root of things -sras 
emphasized by Judge Sanders when he said: "We -will 
also work to secure better conditions for Jews in Eu- 
rope after the war, so .that fewer of them will want 
to leave their homes. 
The continuous migration of 


Jews from Eastern Europe," be said, "is due to tbe 
unrelenting persecution and inhuman oppression by gov- 
ernment official* of Russia, and Rumania." 'When the 
next international peace conference meets to decide the 
grave issues arising from the present war, it should be 
asked to translate in terms of justice and humanity the 
legal, social and political status of the East Europe 
Jews. Should the fortunes of war turn the disposition 
of Palestine into a question for consideration, not only 
the historical claims of Jewry to its ancient fatherland 
should unhesitatingly be presented, but also those based 
on the -work of regeneration which has been accom- 
plished by Zionist influence. 


Although the Jewish immigrants who came to New 


York in 1914 numbered but 66,557, as compared -with 
130,237 who came in 1913, the work of the New York 
society in 1914 has been more assiduous and more ex- 
tensive than ever before. 


The purpose of the alert and effective Hebrews of 


this and other lands, as intimated by Judge Sanders, 
to demand better treatment for the Jews of Eastern 
Europe at the conferences which are called to settle 
the terms of peace, is one that will commend itself to 
all right thinking people.

Vermont. He says that the average wages paid to labor, 
approximately S3.5Q a day, are a larger average wage 
than are paid in any other community. The working 
men are mostly stone cutters and Mr. Browne states 
that if any one wants to have his lawn mowed or his 
garden made he has to pay at the rate of S330 per day 
or he docs not get the work done. "The owners of 
the quarries," says Mr. Browne, "have established a sys- 
tem of payment for men who, throcgh age, have be- 
come less efficient than others, that perhaps might well 
be adopted by the executive departments of the Federal 
government. This provides for these older employes 
being pot on piece work and thereby given a chance to 
earn what they are -worth. Instead of summarily dis- 
missing them, as I understand sometimes is done with 
aged employes of the Federal government, the employers 
give these men the privilege of remaining at work, bat 
they are given piece work instead of a regular wagt" 


Three dollars and fifty cents is a very fair wage aver-
